Fleming and R. E. Nickerson he 
bet friends he could enter any 
downtown office building by night 
and leave without being detected.

Glenwood Ave., S. E., an 
employee of the building on the 
third floor, Hughes glibly explain- 
ed.that he was employed by a com- 
pany in the building. 

W. L. Brown, of 1591 Pineview 
Ter., a night watchman making his 
rounds of the building, said he 


found Hughes in suite 727, which 


is occupied by the Home Insup 
ance Company. 

Hughes had ‘stuffed his pockets 
with a clock, a stapling machine, 
a paper punch, a pair of scissors, 
a lead pencil, handful of erasers, 
a jar of pencil lead and the like, 
Brown said. He added the value 
of the loot was less than $10. 

“I was just bringing this stuff 
out to show I had won the bet,” 
Hughes was quoted as saying. “y 
was going to mail it back tomor- 
row.’ 

However, Det. Sgt. W. D. Ander- 
son and Det. J. N. Gossett were 
trying to determine exactly how 
Hughes entered the building. He 
said he walked through the front 
door at about 10 p. m. Friday as 
other people were leaving. Brown’ 
said the front door was locked at 
6 p. m. and no one entered after 
that time.

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Leave the Parole Board Alone 


report of the State Pardon and Parole 
Board showed that 95% percent of the 
prisoners paroled last year made good. 
That is far above the national average and 
tops the Board’s previous successful years. 

Now come five membes of the Georgia 
House of Representatives with a proposal 
for a constitutional amendment raising 
the membership of the Board from the 
present three to five. 

We checked the Parole Board’s records 
to see if additional members actually are 
needed to handle the work. The Board 
is up with its work. There is no backlog 
of reviews awaiting action. Every pris- 
oner’s record is reviewed for possible 
parole at the proper time. The review is 
automatic. The prisoner does not have 
to have a lawyer or politica: influence to 
get his case before the Board 
_ Since adoption of the present parole 
system in 1943 paroles have been on merit 
alone. We have disagreed with the Parole 
Board in particular cases, and we reserve 
the right to do so in the future. But the 

_Board’s overall record, as the facts show,’ 
has been excellent. It is outstanding in 
the nation. 

Why, then, the sudden proposal to raise 
the membership from three to five? Is 
it possible that somebody is angry because 
his clent failed to get a parole? 


A majority of the Parole Board is com- © 


prised of Talmadge appointees. Both Eu- 


gene Wilburn and Mrs. Rebecca Rainey 
were named by the Governor. The Chair- 
man, Edward Everett, is a non-pclitical 
career. man whose impartiality is note- 
worthy. 

The proposed amendment was intro- 
duced by Reps. Boone of Wilkerson, Tuten 
of Bacon, Miller of Bibb, Rowland of 
Johnson and Lockett of Randolph. All 
are Talmadge men but nore belongs to the 
Administration leadership group. 

There has been criticism among some 
groups of Chairman Everett and Member 
Wilburn on the grounds they are not leni- 
ent enough in granting paroles. We think 
the record in that respect stands for itself. 

Board members get $5,000 annual sal- 
ary plus $1,800 subsistence plus actual 
travel expenses. If the Legislature really 
wants to help the parole system, this con- 
templated additional expenditure of about 
$15,000 would be a sizable chunk of the 
$60,000 to $75,000 needed to provide a 
Statewide probation system. That would 
be a wise investment indeed. 

The question opened by these Legisla- 
tors is simply this: Is Georgia going to 
keep the excellent parole setup it now has, 
or is it going to pack the Parole Board be- 
cause a few politicians are dissatisfied? 
We don’t believe the Legislature or the 
people will stand tor the packing process. 
We have experienced one major parole 
scandal in recent years. We don’t want 
another. Leave the parole Board alone. 


For a Certificate-of-Title Law 


Presently pending before the Georgia 
General Assembly is a measure which 
would do much to reduce at least one 
crime—automobile steaiing—in this State. 

The so-called Certificate of Title Law, 
introduced by Representative Frank Gross 
of Stephens County, has passed the House. 
It is similar to legislation already in ef- 
fect in 34 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia. Because it makes it difficult to 
dispose of stolen automobiles—and easy 


to identify the proper owners of aban- 
doned ones—the states in which it is op- 
erative have, almost without exception, 


had a decrease in the number of car thefts 


following its passage. But more and more 
automobiles are being stolen in the 14 
states which have not gotten around to 
adopting it. 

We trust the Senate will not overlook 
the need and the opportunity to pass this 
long-indicated reform. 


A Department of Institutions Unwise? 


There is rapidly rising opposition to 
the measure setting up a Department of 
Institutions to control the State’s hos- 
pitals, sanitariums and schools for af- 
flicted children. 


Already, as Calvin Cox points out on 
the opposite page in his column discussing 
the question in full, the Administration 
has agreed to leave the tuberculoSis and 
venereal disease hospitals under the juris- 
diction of the State Health Department 
for fear that Federal funds might be lost.

‘Trickery tax revision that should receive the careful and 
close attention of the people. It is this: Tax revision should not 
be used as a slick trick to take State taxes off those most able 
to pay and put them on the backs of those least able to pay! I am 
quite fearful that some of the propaganda for tax revision con- 
stitutes an effort on the part of some few of our: financially most 
fortunate citizens to relieve themselves of taxes and to put the 
taxes on the farmer, the working man and woman, the housewife 
aad the little people. 

That this may be the case is substantiated by a look at the 
recommendations of the Tax Revision Commission. Although 
some members of the body submitted plans of their own, and 


others voted against the report as eventually sent to the General 


Assembly, the political group voting for the recommendations 
finally proposed only that the income tax on all low-income groups 
be tripled and that there be no increase in taxation on higher 
income brackets. This was termed “adjusting the income tax to a 
possible sales tax.” 
_ If there are those in high public office in our State who be 
lieve that tax revision can be used to shovel more taxes upon the 
poor and, at the same time, to take taxes off those who are 
en to pay, they will find that the people are not so easily 
ooled. 

Complete, thorough and just, tax revision is needed in Georgia. 
But there must be no trickery involved in it. “Soak the poor” 
taxation is not the solution to Georgia’s needs. 


Budget The tax revision problem can be approached honestly 

only through honestly considering the actual spending 
needs. Sometimes there are alternative methods of providing the 
same services, but one represents a substantial saving over the 
other. There must be an honest budget. of State needs before 
there can be a sound system of taxation finance them. 

The tax system must be integrated. of the tax burden of 
State, county and municipality combined must not fall upon one 
class of citizens, one commodity, one king of property, one income 
level, nor one section. Taxes should able by the 
people who actually pay them, and they should be based always 
upon the ability to pay. . ' 

The time to act upon any public problem is the time that it 
arises. The time to act upon tax revision is now; in 1950; at this 


session of the General Assembly. 
: Georgia’s primary need in Government is execu- 
Leader ship tive leadership. Government needs the services 
of public officers who possess principles, tenaciously held views 
upor public questions, and courage. Government needs the serv- 
ices of public officials who do not shift their promises, their 
pledges to the electorate, their policies and their expressed views 
with every fluttery political wind and at the dictate of expediency. 
Public officials ought always to be able to submit their records 
and their proposals to the people for acceptance and approval or 


for rejection. 

; So at the same time—at this present session—let 
Succession the General Assembly take an additional step, 
together with tax ision, by passing two needed measures. 

The first is a sifple rearrangement of our primary and elec- 
tion ballots, so that a voter may simply mark with a check-mark 


the candidate of his choice. rather than scratching all the other . 


names of candidates for that office. It would give us an affirma- 
tive vote rather than a negative vote; we would be “for,” not 
“against.” 

The second is the elimination of the rule that a Governor may 
not seek re-election. The State’s Chief Executive might be en- 
gaged in work for the public that ought not to be interrupted. 
His policies might be those the people approve. His record might 
make them wish to re-elect him. Today that is forbidden. 

It should not be forbidden; not because it is a limitation upon 
the ambition of the individual.who might occupy the Governor’s 
office, nor even for the very practical reason that a desire to sub- 
mit a good record to the public for approval might improve the 
efficiency of public services, but because the people ought to 
have the right to elect whom they desire. 

When the question arose before the Constitutional Revision 
Committee in 1945, I said just what I say today: That I believe 
“in letting the people re-elect whom they please, as much as they 
please, or to reject them as many times as they please, because I 


believe in real democracy.” 

ni The 1950 General Assembly has an opportunity 
Opportunity to provide adequately for every needed public 
service, to revise the tax system of the State wisely and justly, 
and to prevent deterioration of our educational system and a con- 
tinued loss of population by emigration from our State. It has 
before it the facts. It has ample time to act. If there is no inter- 
ference from politgai sources or special interests, its members 
will act. The crying need is executive courage and leadership!

It is, incidentally, a sad commentary on the state of 
masculine ingenuity that man has finally evolved the deadliest bomb of all froma sub-

Leave Schools Alone 


Editor Constitution: I was much perturbed 
upon reading in the papers that legisiation is 
pending which, if enacted, would place the 
School for the Deaf and the School of the Blind 
under an eleemosynary institutional board. 

I do not presume to speak for the blind, but I 
believe I speak the sentiments of the deaf citi- 
zens of Georgia when I say that we want the 
School for the Deaf to remain under contro] of 
the Department of Education. 

The School for the Deaf is not an eleemosy- 
nary institution. It is strictly an educational one. 
The children attending it are not “inmates” or 
“wards” of the State. They are students seeking 
an education to which they are entitled the same 
as any other child in the State, and for which 
their parents have paid a just share of taxes. 
The school should not be viewed in any other 
light. 

An institutional board such as contemplated 
would necessarily have to be composed of lay- 
men who would be unfamiliar with the com- 
plexities and needs of such a highly specialized 
educational -institution. I fear that irreparable 
damage might be done in the process of learning. 

I believe a close investigation of all available 
facts and information will convince that placing 
these. schools under an eleemosynary board 
would be a backward step for Georgia and I most 
earnestly and respectfully urge the Legislature 
to leave these school where they are.

The Administration bill setting up a Department of Institutions integrating hos- 
pital services of the State is'running into rough water, and in the wild seas an

‘ee The legislation would put eight State institutions under a single board of trus- 
ae tees. This board would be responsible for the opération of Milledgeville State 
Hospital, Gracewood Home for Feeble-minded Children, Cave Spring School for the Deaf, Georgia 
Academy for the Blind, Battey State Hospital, Alto Venereal Disease Hospital, the infirmaries for 
. men and women at the Tattnall State Prison, and the proposed General Hospital on the campus of 
the State School of Medicine, and,“of any and all hospitals, infirmaries or sanatoria acquired by 


the State henceforth.” ; 

Already, Battey and Alto, both under the 
State Department of Health, have been excused 
from the grouping, and evidently wi 
The Governor has agreed to an endment de- 
oe those two institutions from the proposed 

partment of Institutions. 


The State Health Department is concerned , 
on several seemingly valid counts of the con- 
sequences of taking Battey and Alte 
its control. The Battey switch would divide 
the Health Department’s attack on TB by sep- 
arating ite preventive work as exercised in — 
the field and its curative endeavors ,as prac- 
ticed at Battey. 


Federal funds enter the picture at Alto. This 
year’s budget at that institution is $647,960.50. 
Of this amount, the State put up only $30,000. 
The rest is from Federal sources. The Health 
Department is' concerned over perpetuation of 
these U. S. funds. The money which comes to 
- Georgia for venereal disease treatment at Alto 
specifically is earmarked for the Health Depart- 
-ment, officials say. They do not know if such 
moneys would continue if control of Alto is 
given to the proposed Department of Institutions. 

Other institutions given the Department of 
Institutions in the proposed legislation possibly 
will be able to te : wos in hg 
present departments. upt. of Schoo : 
D. Collins is chaffing under inclusion of the 
schools for the deaf and blind. He says they 
primarily are educational ‘institutions and cites 
the State as a precedent-maker in a national’ 
trend in this direction. He wants them out of 
the*new alignment. Soon, like the Little Indians, 
the time will come when there are none. 

Undoubtedly, all departments concerned— 
health, welfare and education—will seek to re- 
tain coritrol of the institutions now under their 
command. It is a riatural reaction. — 

The Milledgeville crisis :ast year gave im- 
petus to the drive for a Department of Institu- 
tions. It is a point well worth remembering. 

- Now, let’s consider the ideal that is taking a 
buffeting in this effort to establish a Department 
_of Institutions. Rit ie 

Dr. Lombard Kelly, President of the Georgia 
School of Medicine, long has been a motivating 
orce behind efforts to integrate State Hospital 
services. He stated his case in a brochure printed 
several years ago and entitled “A Step Forward 
in Medical Education and Medical Care for the 
State of Georgia.” Here’s a quote frém the 
preface of this brochure: 

“Please bear in mind .. . that no criticism 
4s leveled at any person or institution and that 
no fault is found with things past or present.

form of future planning for the betterment of the 
health conditions of our people.*. . . It must be 
ex i that this plan is wholly nonpolitical

Institutions’teads as follows: - - -- 
“The Board of Trustees is specifically author-

agreement with the State Medical School, and 
with any approved school of medicine or den- 
tistry within the State as will increase and im- 
prove the professional personnel of all State hos- 
pitals, infirmaries and sanatoria by rotation of 
internes, assistant residents, residents, or clini- 
cal teachers through these various institutions and 
also to raise the standards of such hospitals in 
order that wherever possible the trainees will ob- 
tain credit for the time served; also to provide 
suitable living quarters and to pay reasonable 
stipends for services of such resident staff mem- 
bers; also to pay visiting clinical teachers of 
medical or dental schools when necessary, a per 
diem for services rendered.” 


If the Department of Institutions legisla- 
tion goes under, then let’s retain the ideal 
outlined above. This possibly could be done 
by new legislation which would create, for 
instance, a State Medical Council to be com- 
posed of heads of all State hospitals, plus 
the President of the State Medical School. 
This Council would be empowered to take 
steps toward attainment of State hospital in- 
tegration. 


It should be possible to appropriate funds for 
the operation of this Council and for execution 
of the plan presented in the above quoted sec- 


‘tion of the Department of Institution legislation. 


These funds would be in addition to the normal 
allotments to the individual institutions. 

With representation from all State hospitals, 
and the School of Medicine, it would be possible 
to correlate the thinking of the State’s medical 
leaders and at the same time maintain the auton- 
omy of the several institutions.

On Capitol Hill 


WASHING TON—Georgia’s able senior Sen. 

Walter F. George was called upon to play a lead- 

ing part in the successful battle waged in the 

Senate during the past week to repeal the long standing excise 
taxes on oleomargarine. 

Proponents of repeal held him in reserve as one of the big 
oratorical guns of the Senate to be set off at a crucial moment of 
the debate. That crucial moment came just before the vote on the 
Wiley amendment to the bill, which was designed to scuttle the 
measure. by banning the shipment of colored margarine in inter- 
state commerce. Sen. George was drafted by friends of margarine 
to deliver the main attack on the Wiley proposal. He did so with 
devastating force, denouncing the amendment as an action that 
would not stand the test of constitutionality if and when it should 
be brought before the Supreme Court for decision. 

_ Still later in the debate he was brought forth again to present 
the main argument against another scuttling amendment offered by 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, which would have linked other excise 
taxes with repeal of the oleo levies. As chairman of the powerful 
Finance Committee, which has jurisdiction over all tax legislation, 
he warned the Senate that the Taft amendment, if adopted, would 
defeat repeal of all excise taxes this year—something that forms 
a part of the administration’s tax revision program. 

In both cases, the Georgia Senator’s argument was hailed as a 
controlling factor in the situation. Both amendments were rejected 
by comfortable margins before the bill was finally passed. 

It is getting to be a habit of Senate Democrats to thrust Sen. 
George forward as a big guh in debate. Last year Southern Demo- 
crats picked him to lead off the fight on the controversial civil 
rights program, in a gesture of putting the best foot forward, as it 
were. Because of his standing he was picked for the assigrment to 


lend proper dignity to the fight. 

Rep. Eugene Cox, fiery Congressman from 
Cox Strategy Camilla, grabbed the limelight in the House the 
past. week by pulling out of the important Rules Committee by a 
nine-to-two vote a resolution to restore to the Committee its life 
and death power over pending ,Jegislation. The Cox move created 
the biggest furore of the session thus far. It failed when the pro- 
posal came up for a vote by the full House. 

But the overwhelming majority by which he secured approval 
of the resolution in the Committee attests to the control Cox main- 
tains over the Committee, although he is second in rank to Rep. 
Sabath, of Illinois, the Chairman. Cox has been credited with run- 
ning the Committee for years during periods of Democratic control. 

In the light of the recent exposure of Com- 
Wood P roposal munist propaganda going into the public 
schools of Atlanta, Rep. John S. Wood, of Canton, Chairman of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, is giving study to a pro- 
posal for banning the use of the mails for the distribution of such 
propaganda. It may be the only way to stop it, he thinks, 

“Congress should give some thought to outlawing Communist 
propaganda,” he said. “The time is at hand when steps to this end 
should be taken. The Atlanta school situation points up the neces- 
sity of doing something in this direction.” : 

As an echo to the charges back in the Fall about the late Harry 
Hopkins giving away our atomic secrets to the Russians, Chairman 
Wood will have another meeting of his Committee next week, at 
which former Vice President Henry Wallace and Gen. Leslie 
Groves, head of the wartime atomic project, will testify. 

When Gen. Groves was first. before the Committee he threw out 


_ the charges about Hopkins as poppycock, but later complained in 


New York that the Committee did not ask him all the questions it 
might have. The implication was that important testimony was 
withheld for this reason. 

Chairman Wood says when the General appears before the Com- 
mittee next time he will be asked to ask himself any questions 
which he thinks the group may have ignored. “We are: not giving 
anybody an opening to shout ‘whitewash’,” he declared. 

Although he voted against the Taft-Hartley 


Lanham Worried Labor Law at the time it originally passed 
in Congress, Rep. Henderson Lanham, of Rome, has offered a reso- 
lution calling upon the President to intervene in the coat strike 
under provision’ of the law. The situation in many sections is get- 
ting desperate, he says. In his home city of Rome, for example, Mr. 
Lanham says there is not more than a week’s supply of coal in any 
distributor’s yard. 


Rep. Steve Pace, of Americus, one of - lead- 
Pace on Cotton ing figures on the House Agricultural Com- 
mittee, thinks the Cooley Bill to be taken up next will make a 
satisfactory adjustment of cotton acreage allotments for Georgia 
farmers. It will give farmers of the State about 43,000 additional 
acres for cotton planting, he says. Under the measure, each cotton 
producer is assured of at least 70 percent of the average acreage 
given over to cotton during the years 1946-47-48, or 50 percent of 
the highest acreage in any of those years. 

Pace says Georgia farmers have come out pretty well under 
the cotton acreage allotments from the present law, passed last 
session. He reminds farmers that the average cotton acreage in the 
State for the past several years was 1,200,000, whereas it has now 
been given an allotment of 1,411,000 acres—to which will be added 
more by the Cooley Bill. . 

The Americus Congressman continues to be besieged with re- 
quests that he change his announced plams for retiring from Con- 
gress at the end of his. present terfn. The petitions have been so 
numerous that he feels compelled to issue another statement on the 
subject. One is being prepared and will be forthcoming in a short 
time. But there is nothing to indicate that he has changed his 


mind yet. 

. Rep. James C. Davis, of the Atlanta District, 
Fight For Dams will go before the House Appropriations 
Committee this week to urge that the Buford Dam Project be given 
$5,000,000 for new construction in lieu of the $1,000,000 recom- 
mended by the budget. 

Rep. Paul Brown, of Elberton, is scheduled to make a similar 
appearance in behalf of the $22,000,000 fund recommended for 
final stages of the work on the great Clark Hills Power Project on 
the Savannah River above Augusta, which he sponsored. 

Both Georgia members are confident that suitable appropria- 
tions will be granted for these two important developments.

His machine 
has an automatic thermostat, provides for hick- 
ory smoke control, is portable, compact and has 
C. Harry Vaughn 2 glass servador, which displays the barbecue 

cooking, a great customer-attraction. 

By controlling flavor, Vaughn thinks his machine will resolve 
the battle of the sexes so far as taste is concerned. Through his 
tests, he found that women like their meat moist and delicately 
flavored, while men like their barbecue dry and with a hot sauce. 
His machine can satisfy both tastes, as well as offering a number 
of unusual and different flavors. 

Vaughn is modest about his machine, but he shouldn’t be. After

In his preface, Andrews warns: 

“ .. Unless the American public is exposed to an- 
other viewpoint its representatives in Congress cannot 
reasonably vote except for a preponderance of air 
power at the expense of other means of security.” 

Andrews emphasizes that he is no pawn for military 
or pressure groups and his sole concern in writing this 
book is with maintenance of the national security. 

The writer is an advocate of the balanced force 
concept. He says that Russia is believed to have 175 
divisions of her own on active service and 25 satellite 
divisions available. In case of war another 200 divi- 
sions could be placed in the field fully equipped in nine 
to 12 months. To oppose this powerful Soviet land 
army, the Allied nations now have a meager 37% divi- 
sions of all types scattered over the globe. He estimates 
that 13 of these divisions could be put atthe front in 
Western Europe within two weeks after D-Day to op- 
pose the mass Russia would undoubtedly throw into 
any assault. 

“There can be no question; therefore, that a war 
with Russia would be a land war from first to last, fought 
by the Allies at the end of long seaborne lines of com- 
munication. It is this fact which must be faced and 
accepted and made the basis of United States military 
doctrine,” Andrews says. 

The air power vision of empire stops short of noth- 
ing but complete domination of the nation’s armed

Written in nontechnical lan- 
guage, it exposes conditions of which the general public 
is unaware. The threat of war increases daily and it is 
well that books of this type shall find their way into 
the hands of the American people.

SHELLABARGER SCORES AGAIN 


French History Inspires Fine Novel 


THE KING’S CAVALIER, by. Samuel Shellabarger; Little, 


Brown; $3. 


Twenty-five years ago Samuel Shellabarger wrote a 
book about the intrepid soldier, the Chevalier de Bayard. 
No doubt his interest in the Bourbon conspiracy against 
Francis I of France in 1523 was kindled by the plots and 
counterplots, the colorful characters on the scene and the 
march of history in-those colorful years. 


“The King’s Cavalier” takes 
for its hero a man at arms to 
this great officer, but Blaise de 
Lalliere is Dr. Shellbarger’s in- 
vention. His family, the illus- 
trious de Lallieres, and many of 
the characters in the book are 
true to French history. 

Early in the narrative, Blaise 
must make a decision between 
family and honor. The cause of 
the Bourbon Duke is the cause 
of the de Lallieres and the 
feudal families of Middle 
France, who fought to retain 
their power and prestige against 
absorption into a unified France. 

The king’s extravagant ways 
and weaknesses were known to 
all, as were the schemings of 
the Regent, Louise de Savoie. 
Men like the Marquis de Vaulx, 
saw beyond the present rulers 
as he had seen beyond former 
kings to the vision of united 
France; a nation under one 
banner. To this he had dedi- 
cated his heart and sword for 
most of his lifetime. 

When Blaise makes his de- 
cision for “God and France” he 
becomes an enemy to the Bour- 
bon cause. This provides the 
author with a plot and setting 
to which he does full justice, 
having steeped himself in 
French history of that day and 
with a wide knowledge of the 
literature and the language. 
“The King’s Cavalier” is thrill- 
ing reading. 

The Marquis de Vaulx, on 
King’s business to Switzerland, 
accompanied by Blaise, Pierre 
de la Barre, and his retinue, 
stops at the de Lalliere castle

There are many types of fea- 
tures. One kind, billed as color 
by the city editor, may fill in 
the shape of today’s news, giving 
the sidelights, the off-hand re- 
marks and incidents that reflect 
on the big stories. Another, 
considered in the files as “ever- 
green,” may have little relation 
to the passing scene, and should 
be as timely next year as today. 

Straight news is workmanlike, 
precise, architectural and has 

strength that can be tested by 
fact. Features are like clay; 
they can be molded. 

An example of a story that 
might have been prosaic was 
written by Ralph McGill some 
years ago and published in an 
anthology well-thumbed by news- 
paper folks: - 

“There is rice all over the 
floor of the little room which 
houses the switchboard in The 
Constitution office. , 

“And there is the greatest 
heartthrob there that the old 
building has even known. I 
mean one with a wallop. 

“Miss Nellie has married 
Jack Riddle. I. mean OUR

board and plugged in all the 

calls from excited reporters 
about suicides, murders, fires,

That isn’t the end of the story, 
of course, but it is enough to 
show you what is meant by a 
feature. 

It is a piece of plain every- 
day copy written in Technicolor 
and equipped with sound effects.

In Shakespeare’s version the tinker soon 
drops out, probally for the reason that the 
comedy of the shrew and her tamer is too 
interesting to interrupt. 

The incident of a beggar transformed to 
a rich man is found in Marco Polo’s travels 
and in “The Arabian Nights.” The incident 
is contained in a book of stories published 
in English in 1570. :

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The source of the main plot, the taming 
of Katherina, the shrew, Shakespeare took 
from the earlier comedy, but he may have 
been indebied also to a ballad published be- 
tween 1550 znd 1560, entitled, “A Merry 
Jeste of a Shrewd and Curst Wife.” 

To the story of The Shrew he added the 
secondary plot of Bianca and her lovers. 
This * mat he probably took from the 
“St ” of George Gasco , an adapta- 
tion of Ariosto’s comedy, “I Suppositi.” 

-The main plot of the play is outlined in 
the first scene of the first act. Baptista, a 
rich gentleman of Padua; has two daughters, 


Katherina and Bianca.. Gremio, Jlortensio 


and Lucentio are in love with Bianca. 
“Baptista asks them not to press their 
suits since he will not ap sea his younger 
oe to un he has found a 
‘for his daughter, Katherina. 
From the samples of her bad temper. which 
she supplies d this scene, she is likely 
to die an old maid. 

At “this point Petruchio comes from 
Verona to Padua. His father has recently 
died and since he is alone in the world, he 
intends, as soon as he can, to marry and 
establish a hqme. He has some money but

not enough to cut a brilliant figure in the 
world. 

Hortensio, thinking of Bianca, suggests 
that Petruchio should marry Katherina. Pe- 
truchio likes the idea. If the girl is rich 
enough to make the experiment worth while, 
he will see what he can do with her. 

Hortensio and Petruchio are introduced 
to Katherina, Hortensio pretending to be a 
music teacher. Katherina soon breaks the

The charm of the.comedy is not supplied 
by the plot of Bianca and her lovers which

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ried the following Sunday, and though Kathe- 
rina contradicts him, he pays no attention 
to her. . 

Bianca, too, is soon taking music lessons. 
Her suitors masquerade as her teachers in 
order to make progress even before Kathe- 
rina is married. 

Petruchio’s technique for subduing his 
difficult wife is simple. He comes to his own 
wedding in his traveling clothes. He refuses 
to be conventional or even polite. After the 
wedding he carries his bride out of her 
father’s house by force. 

When the first meal is served to them as 


a married couple, Petruchio throws it about 


the stage, saying that the meat-is not prop- 
erly cooked and he would not insult his wife 
by permitting her to eat it. Poor Katherina 
begs for a bite or two to satisfy hunger, but

her into submission. His method’ ctharwie 
is to thwart all her wishes and compel her 
to do whatever she dislikes. The shrew is 
completely tamed when she is too weary of

rina, the shrew, and Petruchio, who tames 
her. In the Shakespearean play Katherina 
is a spoiled child with an ungoverned temper 
‘and a sharp tongue, but from the beginning 
there are glimpses of her wit and of her 
kind heart. 

Building on these traits, though they are 
merely indicated, Shakespeare develops a con- 
vincing portrait of a most attractive woman. 
Petruchio, in the early play rough and crude, 
becomes in Shakespeare fun-loving and hvu- 
morous, a genuinely comic character, enjoy- 
ing his own pranks and gaining Katherina’s 


admiration by his unpredictable behavior. 


When the characters are played in a man- 
ner to stress the violence, the earlier play 
about a shrew comes to life again. Shake- 
speare’s contribution is realized only when the 
actors indicate even in the stormiest scenes 
that Katherina is a lady and Petruchio a 
gentleman, ‘and that in spite of their argu- 
ments they love each other.

A witness derided the encounter and was 
pramptly challenged to a duel by Boni, this time 
with sabers. 

The outcome of the. duél was never, made 
public, but the Count claimed the victory and 
then began a long series of prosecutions against 
his erstwhile wife, Jay Gould’s daughter. 

He demanded custody of the couple’s children 
and the French courts decided against. him. 

Two years after the marriage of Anna and 
Helie de Talleyrand-Perigord, the latter’s father 
died and he became ihe fifth Duc de Talleyrand, 
titular head of a family which traced its an- 
cestry back to the 12th century, with one of its 
noted members having been Charles Maurice 
Talleyrand-Perigord, Minister for Napoleon and 
Louis XVIIL. 

In his childish fury, Boni de Castellane at- 
tacked the ascendancy to the title, the right of 
Anna Gould to’"be known as Duchess de Talley- 
rand, and renewed his petition for custody of 
the children by his marriage to-Anna. 

Failing in the last. move, after the evidence 
tended to show that he had spent $3,000,000 of 
her money and had contracted debts amount- 
ing to $4,600,000 during their comparatively 
brief life together, he petitioned to have his 
own marriage to Anna Gould, the mother of his 
children, annulled.

Anna was certain that he would carry on 
the Gould strain after her death; that he would 
be the Prince Charming of the family founded 
by Jay Gould, the farmer boy of New York who 
aorame the financial boss of a large part of the 
world. 


OWARD was 19 when he confided in his 

mother,.and his father, the Duc: 

He was in love. He must marry this divinity 
or he would die. 

“Who is she?” 

She was, he admitted, without a title. 
Furthermore, she was without the youth that 
he possessed; she was a few years older but 
when they were together they seemed the same 
age— 

“Definitely not.” ‘The parental edict pointed 
out that he must have the consent of one or 
both parents because he was under age, and 
such consent would not be forthcoming. 

The name of the woman young Howard 
wanted so desperately to marry was never 
divulged. And the wedding never took place. 
Howard de Talleyrand, Prince de Sagan, shot 
himself after the interview, lingered several 
days and died. 

Three years later, in 1932, the Count Boni 
de Castellane, died, still complaining that he 
had been misunderstood and the Goulds “would 
never understand.”’ 

Anna Gould’s second husband, the Duc de 
Talleyrand, died in 1937. 


Anna came home two years later to take over 


the mansion at Tarryfown, N. Y. As «his is 
written, she still was living there, in the residence 
where old Jay Gould used to sit and listen to the 
figures whirring in his head, and the wheels 
pounding on the rails. 

His daughter could think of other things— 
the organ in Quebec providing the sound effect 
for the silent picture of the snow gently sifting 
down on her and the titled young man who 
promised everything—and gave nothing.

OCKEY EDDIE ARCARO’S classic touch of 

J absent-mindedness in the recent running of 

the Pimlico Cup ought to satisfy horse 
players that there are times when a race is 
lost honestly. 

One thing is sure. The great Arcaro wasn't 
-out there for the ride—certainly not in a race 

as important as Maryland’s popular two-and-a- 
half-mile stake. a 

But such occurrences increase the bettors’ 
hazard. Merely because a horse is a hot favorite 
and the stable is trying is no guarantee he'll win. 

Arearo’s mount, Blue Hills, was such a hot 
favorite in the Pimlico fixture. Pimlico is a 
mile track and in the cup race the field passed 
the grandstand three times. Blue Hills had a 
good lead when Arcaro pulled up after going 
under the wire the second time. 

Realizing there was still a full mile to go, he 
belatedly started up again. But it was too late. 
Pilaster won by eight lengths, with Blue Hills 
second. 

Arearo’s boner recalled how Jockey Job Dean 
Jessop reined in 70 yards too soon in the 1946 
Kentucky Derby, robbing his mount, Hampden, 
of. second money. Assault won that day, with 
the luckless Hampden third. 

A similar mistake almost ruined the perfect 
record of the immortal Colin, one of the greatest 
horses in American turf history. Colin won all 
15 of his starts and his closest shave came in 
the Belmont Stakes of 1908. 

He was a 1-to-2 favorite that day and had 
the rest of the field put away when Jockey Joe 
Notter pulled up with a furlong to go. But this 
time the boy recovered in time and Colin, back 
in full stride, won by a head over Fair Play. 

~ Fair Play later won renown as the sire of 
Man o’ War. 

One of the costliest of hon- 
estly lost-races was run a few 
years ago on a Midwest track. 

For some time, Lyle Simons 
had been waiting for a spot for 
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his horse, Milton. The horse had ‘Sigs 

been plagued by rheumatism and “a yi 
was at his best a risKy betting . mn 
proposition. At last, Simons # i 4 1 
found a race he thought he could . 


win. ; 

Before post time, the horse 
was rubbed with alcohol and 
witch hazel. Then he was covered with a double 
layer of blankets that had been heated on hot 
bricks. The bookmakers, knowing the horse’s his- 
tory and noting the blankets, priced him at 60- 
to-1. What they didn’t know was that Milton was 
ready for the race of his life. 

The race was run on a Saturday, with some 
80 bookies on the premises. Simons strolled 
from one to another, laying smallish sums with 


each. The odds receded to 20-to-1, but by that 


time the bookmakers stood to lose a quarter of 
a million if the rheumatic old-timer came through. 

Simons had figured his horse right. Milton 
shot into a long early lead, which he held all 
the way around. Fifty yards from the finish he 
seemed safely home. 
chance to catch him. 
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a turf. In 1931, he was a 3-to-20 favorite for the 
~ Chesapeake Stakes at Havre de-Grace. 

Chicago O’Brien, who played.odds-on favorites 
for show and made millions at it, bet $25,000 
on him just to cover his week-end expenses, 
Then Equipoise proceeded to run a dismal sixth, 
beaten 13 lengths by Anchors Aweigh and 
coming out of it with an injury that sidelined 
him for the rest of the year. 

It was one of the most momentous. upsets in 
modern racing. J 

The uncertainty of betting on horses, par- 
ticularly on odds-on favorites that “can’t pos- 
sibly lose,” was nowhere better demonstrated 
than at Saratoga back in the 1880s.. This was a 
famous case where: lightning “actually struck 
twice and where there was no accident or error 
of judgment by the losing jockey. 

. Actually, the losing favorite had no excuse 
for his performances. — , 

Volante had won a number of important 
stake races, including the Saratoga Cup. His 
price in the Grand Prix at the Spa was 1-to-12 
and he was soundly beaten by the 10-to-1 
Royal Arch. 

Volante running against Royal Arch, horse- 
men recalled recently, was about the same as 
Citation against a $1,000 claimer. 

Nobody thought Royal Arch belonged in the 
same field with Volante and there were many 
excuses for the amazing defeat of the favorite. 

Volante’s handlers wanted another shot at 
the upstart and it came a little later in the 
California Stakes, then a feature at Saratoga. 

This time, of course, Volante would win as. 
he pleased. The only question seemingly was 
by how much. There was little Royal Arch 
money and the price at post time was 20-to-l 
for Royal Arch and a prohibitive 1-to-20 on 
Volante. 

As the horses moved postward an owner made 
a large bet with one of the bookmakers. 

“I’ve got to go to Chicago tomorrow and I 
think I'll let you buy my railroad ticket. Four 
thousand on Volante.” 

Mike Dwyer, a famous plunger of the era, 
also laid $40,000 on the horse that couldn't lose.

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By Slashing "Luxury" Taxes on Jewels and Perfumes, Such as the American Girl Is 
Looking at So Wistfully Through the Shop Window, Canada Has More Money With Which 
, to Buy the Nice Things in Life. 
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By David Camelon 


HE lady gasped at the list of the thousands 
of taxes she had to pay. 
“Oo-0-0-0-h!”” she said with a shudder, 
“no wonder my budget won’t stretch.” 

Wait, sweetheart. You could be wrong again. 

We gave you the bad news in The American 
Weekly last week. It was a tough jolt. We 
told you all the taxes you pay every day. Hid- 
den taxes—luxury taxes—nuisance taxes — 
taxes on everything you touch from the moment 
you wake up. 

But maybe something can be done about it. 

You want more spending money, sweetheart? 
There isn’t a reason in the world why you 
shouldn’t. have it. How? By cutting -taxes. 

That way, you can have more money — the 
government can have more money—and every- 
body can be happy. 

Sounds like double-talk? It isn’t sweetheart. 
Many of our best-informed men—men like Sen. 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, veteran chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee—say that. it 
is just plain common sense. 

Why? We'll get to that. 

First, let’s take a look at Canada. Canada 
believed it made sense, too. But Canada didn’t 
stop there. Canada acted. It cut taxes. It 
gave your cousins across the border more money 
to spend. And the idea, Canadians say, is 
-working out fine for everyone—including the 
Canadian government. — 

Suppose you were sitting by your radio in 
Canada one evening not so long ago. You 
wouldn’t have heard President Truman asking 
for more taxes. You'd have heard Canada’s 
Minister of Finance, the Hon. D. C. Abbott, 
announcing a program of tax reduction “such 
as no parliament has ever made before, here or

eoods to 10 per cent —again on the manufac- 
turer’s price. (You pay 20 per cent of the 
retail price.) 

He reduced and adjusted the excise taxes on 
several other things. 

And ‘for the third time since the end of the 
war, he reduced income taxes — by increasing 
personal exemptions, and lowering the rates. 

The personal exemption for a single person 
was raised from $750 to $1,000. (Here in the 
United* States a single person's exemption is 
only $600.) 

The personal exemption of a married person 
was increased from $1,500 to $2,000. (If you’re 
married, in the United States,, your exemption 
is $1,200.) 

Families with children got an even bigger 
break. In the United States, a family with two 
children would get a total exemption of $2,400. 
In Canada, in addition to exemptions for chil- 
dren, the government pays a family $72 a year 
for each child. On this basis, a married man 


with two children who made $3,000 a year in — 


Canada would find the government owing him 
a balance of $39. 
And a married man with two children, mak- 


_ing $5,000 a year, got a tax reduction of $177 — 


or 28 per cent. 

You can buy a lot of pork chops — and pan- 
cake make-up— with $177, sweetheart. Par- 
ticularly when the cosmetic tax has been cut. 

By those changes, Mr. Abbott said, Canada 
had returned to the pre-war level of personal 
exemptions. He estimated that an additional 
725,000 men and women wouldn’t have to pay 
any income taxes at all. In the United States, 
with a population 12 times as big as Canada’s, 
that would be the same as excusing 9,000,000 
more people from paying income taxes, 

Sounds good, doesn’t it? 


ator said, the federal government will face a 
deficit at the end of its fiscal year next June 
30 of from $5 billion to $6 billion. 

President Truman has asked for more taxes 
to cover that deficit. Senator George said: 

“I regret to say that I feel the President’s 
theory of covering a deficit by higher taxes is 
entirely erroneous. I know of no way to meet 
that deficit except by easing the tax burden and 
increasing the income of the people who must 
produce those taxes. 

“I know of no way in which you can get 
more income and production in a sound economy 
by increasing the burden on the producers.” 

America’s national incOme, he pointed out, is 
slightly more than $200 billion a year. With a 
total tax of $60 billion, that means that roughly 
30 per cent of our national income goes:to pay 
taxes. . 

If we should increase the already repressive 
taxes, the Senator said, the national income 
would drop. If it went down to $150 billion, we 
would have to pay 40 per cent of it to meet the 
tax bill. ‘ 

“That would be a crushing tax burden on 
the people,” Senator George said. “It in turn 
would constitute an even greater brake on busi- 
ness. We would see tax collections dropping — 
and the deficit increasing.” 

If, however, we did what Canada did — if 
we cut taxes now, if we took the brake off busi- 
ness and employment, the national income would, 
in Senator George’s opinion, increase immedi- 
ately. He said: 

“The national income is simply what every 
person in the-country gets for the goods and 
services he produces. If we lift the tax burden 
from the people who produce that income— 
from every man and woman—TI believe that 
within three to five years our national income

anywhere else, I believe.” 

He spoke with pride of Canada: 

“During the past year this community of 
free people has produced a record quantity of 
consumer goods, and at the same time has pro- 
duced and installed a huge amount of new and 
improved capital equipment which promises still 
greater output in the years immediately ahead.” 

He said he was going to make sure that the 
people would have more money, so that they 
could buy the goods they were making. He 
said that was good for the people. 

“Consumers should have more money to 
spend this year than last,”’ he said. He added 
that that would happen “partly as a result of 
the tax reductions which I shall be inviting this 
house (Parliament) to approve.” 

He pointed . out that there were so many 
things in the stores for the people to buy that 
“in some cases we can observe the occasional 
emergence...of bargain sales by _ retailers, 
something which we had almost forgotten to 
be a normal part of business.” 

He wanted you—if you were a Canadian — 
to have enough money in your purse to take 
advantage of those bargains. 

Mr. Abbott said that taxes should cause “as 
little harm and irritation as possible.” He ex- 
plained that he was cutting taxes because the 
people wanted him to. He said: 

“T have been led to believe -in recent months 

. that most of the Canadian people would sup- 
port, and even welcome, an enlarged measure 
of tax reduction this year.” 

Here’s what Mr. Abbott did: , 

He repealed the tax on transportation. (You 
still pay 15 per cent.) 

He repealed (a year ago) the tax on amuse- 
ments. (You still pay 20 per cent.) 

He repealed the tax on telephone calls. (You 
still pay it.) 

He reduced the tax on jewelry to 10 per cent 
—and he applied it, not to the retail price, but 
to the manufacturer’s price. That’s a double 
reduction — because the manufacturer’s price is,

And don’t let anyone tell you Canada could 
cut taxes because her debt wzsn’t as big as ours. 


In proportion to her income, Canada owes more. 


Her national income, in 1947, was only five per 
cent of ours—but her national debt was six 
per cent. The war cost Canada money, too. 

What has been the result of Canada’s tax 
cuts? A responsible government official said: 

“The tax program has alréady. given the 
people more money to spend. Business is boom- 
ing. From every side we get reports of increased 
business —- increased income. 

“We have avoided the business slump — and 
the increase in unemployment — that the United 
States experienced recently. We’re tremendously 
optimistic. We are sure, now, that the revenue 
flowing from the increase in business and in our 
national income will more than offset the im- 
mediate loss of revenue from the tax cuts.” 

Why can’t the same thing be done here? 
It can. 

Senator George said: 

“Canada is moving in _the right direction. 
We can, and must, follow a similar path,” 

Among the first to go, Senator George said, 
must be the wartime excise taxes — those ‘“lux- 
ury” taxes that Canada has already repealed or 
reduced. He said: 

“Those taxes were imposed during the war 
largely to discourage civilian buying. The pur- 
pose was to Save raw materials and labor for 
essential war work. 

“They were deliberately repressive. on busi- 
ness. They tended to prosuce unemployment in 
civilian fields.” 

High income taxes had the same effect. 

In time of war, the Senator said, that may 
be necessary. But high taxes—taxes that act 
as a brake on business, that tend to produce 


unemployment — are precisely what we don’t 


need in time of peace. 
Follow the Senator through some figures 


here. They aren’t hard to get—and they’ll 


show you why taxes not only can, but must, 
be cut. 

Our total taxes— federal, state and local, 
are running close to $60 billion a year. Senator 
George didn’t believe—-apart from wishful 
thinking —that there was much real hope of 
making any material reduction in that $60,000,- 
000,000 revenue in the next few years. 

Even with that-enormous revenue, the Sen- 


may rise to $300,000,000,000. 

“With a national income that big, we would 
have to pay only 20 per cent of it to meet the 
tax load. That in itself would be a tremendous 
spur to our business.”’ 

With lower taxes, the Senator said, the 
people will have an incentive to produce more 
— and will have more money to buy their in- 
creased products. 

He endorsed anotfier of Canada’s tax reduc- 
tion moves —the elimination of double taxation 
on corporate profits. In announcing that move 
to Parliament, Mr. Abbott said: 

“Today, we find governments in this coun- 
try, as well as in most other countries, taxing 
away at least a third of corporate profits. 

“In addition, the personal income tax rates 
apply in full to what is distributed out of the 
remaining two-thirds. The tax may be as high 
as 80 per cent upon distribution to shareholders. 

“It seems to me that under a system of 
private enterprise which depends for its exist- 
ence on a steady flow of venture capital we can- 
not afford to neglect the implication, of this 
defect in our tax system.” 

Mr. Abbott reduced the tax on corporate 
profits to 10 per cent in the case of small busi- 
ness. And he allowed every individual to take 
a credit against his personal income tax equal 
to 10 per cent of the dividends received from 
Canadian corporations. 

He announced that this was only a start on 
the problem of eliminating double taxation on 
profits. 

Such a move, Senator George agreed, will: 
encourage Canadians to use their money to buy 
the tools and new plants necessary to keep pro- 
duction climbing —in the words of Mr. Abbott, 
to produce even more of the capital equipment 
which “‘promises still greater output in years 
immediately ahead.”’ 

Sénator George said we can do one of two 
things: 

We can raise taxes, with the risk of depress- 
ing business, and reducing our income, or — 

We can lower taxes, taking a temporary loss 
in tax revénue, with the certainty that any loss 
will be more than made up by the stimulation to 
business, more employment. and greater national 
income.

T BEGAN when she was 15 years old. Fre- 
quently, when something was said to her, 
she would respond with a reply, which occa- 
sionally was so absurd it provoked laughter. 
At first, her family and friends thought she 
was merely inattentive and chided her for: not 
listening more closely to what they were saying. 
But she soon realized that that wasn’t the 
trouble at all. Actually, she was straining to 
catch every word—and long before anyone else 
suspected it, she knew she was going deaf. 

In her classrooms she moved up as close as 
she could to her teachers. Determined to make 
her own way in a world of increasing silence, 
she concentrated on learning as much and as 
fast as she could. She went through medical 
college and became a doctor, specializing in 
children’s diseases in a New England city. 

Her ear affliction, however, grew sieadily 
worse. Her malady was otosclerosis (oh-to-skle- 
ro-sis), progressive bony deafness. VW/hen she 
finally reached the point where she was missing 
most of what the children patients and their 
mothers said to her, she was compelled to give 
up her medical practice. 

Not long after that, she became stone deaf 
in both ears. Bony growth around the natural 
oval window of the middle ear had blocked out 
all air-borne sounds. Her only hope lay in the 
operatio:. called “fenestration”  (fe-nes-tra- 
shun)—that is, the making of a window in the 
ear through which sounds could reach the audi- 
tory nerve. 

As a last: resort, the woman doctor went to 
the Lempert Institute of Otology in New York 
City to consult Dr. Julius Lempert, the world- 
famous ear. specialist who developed the most 
widely used method of fenestration. Dr. Lem- 
pert’s tests showed that she still had a good 
hearing nerve, so that the operation would re- 
lieve her. 

Dr. Lempert treated her by his latest method 
—far better, from the viewpoint of ultimate re- 
sults, than his original operation described in 
The American Weekly of May 6, 1945. 

Immediately after the operation on one of 
the afflicted ears, her hearing was so sharpened 
that the turning of the bed sheet struck her as 
an explosive sound. 

Thirty years old now—and planning to re- 
sume her practice—-she can understand any- 
thing that is said to her in an ordinary conver-

sational tone. 

The development of.. an dperation which 
would give permanent benefit in all cases has 
been Dr. Lampert’s objective from the beginning. 

“The problem of preventing the regeneration 
of the bony growth has been solved,” he re- 
ported at the recent meeting of the American 
Medical Association in Atlantic City, where he 
received a gold medal for his scientific exhibit. 

As the result of performing some 4,000 fenes- 
trations by his original method, Dr. Lempert 
found that in 40 per cent of the cases the sur- 
gically made window closed up in six months 
to a year. In the other 60 per cent, the opera- 
tiontion was successful. 

His investigations showed that the presence 
of bone dust particles and of the slightest rag- 
gedness at the rim of the window stimulated 
bony regrowths. The problem was to eliminate 


these causes of trouble. ‘ 


The original operation was to drill an oval 
opening, the size of a grain of rice, in the bony 
capsule dividing the middle and the inner ear. 
The tiny window was covered by fitting over it 
a tailored flap p from the skin of the 
external ear canal. Despite all efforts to remote 
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the bone dust produced hy the drilling, some of . 


it inevitably was left. 
However, he began burnishing the rim ‘of the 
through window with pure lead. This 
prevented bony regrowth at the window in 95 
per cent of the cases. Then he devised a new 
operation which eliminated drilling. 

This latest operation begins with polishing 
off the first two bony layers with a motor driven 
burr. When an extremély thin bottom layer is 
left, the shapes a cupola, or a hump, 
around which he cuts with a special thin knife. 
The cupola is then lifted, leaving an opening. 
In this process no bone dust from re- 
mains in the passage. In the next step, the win- 
dow edges are burnished with lead. Then the 
opening is sealed with a tiny skin flap lid. 

This, according to Dr. Lempert, has solved 
the problem of bony regeneration and failure 
of the original operation. — 

At the Northwestern University in Chicago 
a group of doctors; led by Prof. George Sham- 
baugh, Jr., employs the Lempert method of 


drilling through, with the addition of continuous 


irrigation with saline water at body temperature 
to wash off bone dust, blood clots and to prevent 
heating where the drill works. These surgeons 
claim that failures have been extremely rare. 

As already pointed out, the Lempert opera- 
tion is useless if otosclerosis has resulted in th 
death of the auditory nerve itself. The danger 
of nerve degeneration increases with the dura- 
tion of progressive bony deafness, authorities 
say. At first hearing decreases gradually, and 
some relief is given by hearing aids. But the 
natural oval window may close up suddenly, and 
the nerve die completely. 


If a hearing aid lulls a person into false | 


security, so that he neglects a corrective treat- 
ment such as fenestration,. the consequence 
might be incurable deafness, For nerve deafness 
there is no known treatment. So long as the 
nerve is active at all, an aid might help by 
am sounds. 

As Prof. S. S. Stevens of Harvard has stated, 
irrespective of their particular hearing defect, 
most patients hear best with an instrument 
which amplifies all sound frequencies uniformly.

INCENZO LA MURA was an Italian 

farmer who raised artichokes for a living 

at the foot of Mt. Vesuvius. He paid little 
attention to the tourists who thronged the near- 
by ruins of ancient Pompeii, and was thankful 
that they paid little attention to him. 

_ Farmer La Mura was happy until the day 
in 1948 when he sent a workman out to plant a 
fig tree. 

The hired man’s spade struck a stone that 
cost La Mura 1,000,000 lire ($1,500) in lost 
crops, he told the Italian government, but all 
he was able to collect, he claimed, was annoy- 
ance. Many strange men armed with picks and 
shovels came and dug up all of his artichokes. 

Only the archeologists were happy after that, 
for the rock the farmhand had unearthed proved 
to be an outstanding discovery. 

Further digging disclosed the remains of a 
Dionysian temple of the third century before 
Christ, according to Prof. Amedeo Maiuri, super- 
visor of Pompeian excavations. 

Festivals of Dionysus the wine god (called 
Bacchus by the Romans) were wild celebrations 
banned by the Roman senate in 186 B.C. which 
may have some bearing on the fact that this 
newly discovered temple was outside the city 
wall of Pompeii, buried eight feet under Farmer 
La Mura’s artichoke patch. : 

Although Pompeii was the center of luxurious 
living—the Monte Carlo of ancient Rome—there 
were restricted districts and only certain Greek, 
Roman and Egyptian gods were tol®rated within 
the city. 

They were the gods to whom rich merchants, 
famous politicians and pampered Pompeian 
women turned their agonized cries in the tragic 
hour, back in’79 A.D., when day suddenly turned 
to night and Mt. Vesuvius deluged the city with 
lava, pumice and fiery ashes. Many of the in- 
habitants were buried alive, and the city disap- 
peared completely. 

As time went by, Pompeii became a legend. 
ah Janeary 22, 1950 | 
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The site where it had been was forgotten—over- 
grown with vineyards, orchards and woodlands. 
Few actual accounts of the disaster were left 
by those 'who lived through it, and it remained 
for a 19th century writer of fiction, Sir Edward 
Bulwer-Lytton, to reconstruct his now classic 
story, “Last Days of Pompeii,’ based on re- 
search of the meager literature of the period 
and study of the site a century after the first 
excavation had disclosed its whereabouts. 

On that momentous last day, according to 
Bulwer -Lytton’s imaginative story, ail Pom- 
peii had gathered in the amphitheater to witness 
the gladiatorial combats. Historians believe 
this probably was true since the eruption oc- 
curred during a ‘festival period. 

The climax of the show was to consist of two 
fights between man and beast. 


GGLAUCUS, an Athenian playboy who had come 

to Pompeii for amusement and to indulge in 
his love of gambling, had been condemned to 
fight one of the fiercest lions ever to enter the 
Pompeian arena. He had been wrongly con- 
victed of murder through the plotting of an 
enemy. To make matters worse, the man Glau- 
cus was accused of killing was the brother of 
Ione, the Neapolitan girl who had promised to 
become Glaucus’ wife. 

The second combatant was to be Olinthus, 
leader of a small and persecuted group of Chris- 
tians, who had been consigned to the mercies 
of a tiger simply because he had ‘refused to 
swear by the statue of the goddess Cybele. 

These two victims awaited their doom in a 
small, dark cell beside the arena and listened 
pale-faced as they heard the wild clamor of the 
crowd outside. 

Soon the door swung open and a guard spoke: 

“Glaucus, thy time has come. The lion 
awaits thee.” 

Embracing his friend, the Christian, the 
handsome Athenian followed the guard. 

As he stood alone in the arena, he looked at 
his ineffectual weapon—a small stiletto—then

gazed at the tens of thousands of spectators who 
sat with eyes fixed on the lion’s den. 

Many complained of the stifling heat as they 
waited for the den’s grating to be opened, but 
no one suspected an unnatural cause for the 
unusual discomfort. 

The lion had had nothing to eat for 24 hours, 
but its roar seemed to be one of fear. Inter- 
mittently it would lie down and moan. 

When the grating was removed the beast 
leaped out. 

Glaucus steadied himself for a single thrust 
of his stiletto. He felt he had but oné hope; 
to pierce through the lion’s eye into his brain. 

The young Athenian didn’t get a chance to 
carry out his plan, however, because the beast 
loped wildly around the arena looking -for @ 
place to escape. He sniffed the air suspiciously 
as if detecting some unseen danger. As the 
keeper was about to goad the creature into action 
there was a cry at one of the arena entrances. 

“Remove the Athenian. He is innocent, 4 
compelling voice shouted. Close beside the man 
who had come to clear the name of Glaucus 
stood Nydia, the blind flower girl who was well 
known throughout Pompeii. 

It was she who had discovered proof that 
Glaucus was not guilty. It was she who had. 
urged all speed to save him.. 

There were hisses and oaths from the dis- 
appointed crowd as a guard led the Athenian 
back to his cell to await the freedom that wo 
be his as soon as the chief magistrate had ren- 
dered a decision. 

There was an ominous note in the thousands 
of voices that demanded the real murderer. Let 
him be fed to the lions, they cried.

The mob undoubtedly would have become 
violent if someone had not suddenly raised his 
eyes and looked at Mt. Vesuvius towering only 
a short distance away from the amphitheater. 

Fire was pouring from the moufh of the 
volcano that had lain dormant since prehistoric 
times. There seemed to be a gigantic pine tree 
of vapor issuing from the mountain. The tree's 
trunk was black, its branches were fire. 

(Bulwer-Lytton attributes this, and other 
descriptions of the disaster itself, to eyewit- 
ness accounts.) 

The earth began to tremble, the theater walls 
shook and there was a sound of falling buildings. 
Terrified men and women, praying, shrieking 
and muttering oaths, rushed for the exits tram- 
pling those who fell beneath their feet. 

Some rushed to their homes to collect their 
most valued treasures only to be caught and 
buried under the falling debris. Others. headed 
for the sea. 


NYDIA, the blind girl, had followed Glaucus to 
his cell before the confusion started and had 
thrown herself weeping at his feet. 

“IT have saved you,” she said. 
die.” 

Saving Glaucus had not been a selfish act, 
although Nydia could not deny to herself that 
she loved him. She also knewe that, proven 
innocent, he would return to Ione. 

Nydia’s sobbing soon was halted by the 
sound of the shouting throng outside. 

“The mountain. The earthquake!” the people 
were screaming. 

Taking Nydia by the hand, Glaucus rushed 
to the den of Olinthus, the Christian, and re- 
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leased him. 

Then, despite the terrors of flying debris, 
the Athenian and the blind girl started ‘in 
search of Ione. Nydia knew where the girl had 
gone into hiding to await news of Glaucus. 

“Hades is loosed on earth,’’ someone shouted 
as the pair ran through the rain of hot ashes 
and burning rocks. Already the ashes were 
knee-deep in some places and there were suffo- 
cating vapors coming from the volcano. 

House roofs were being crushed” by falling 
rocks; some buildings were in flames and these 
fires, together with the multi-colored flashes of 
‘lightning”’ from the volcano, served to light up 
the otherwise impenetrable darkness. 

When Ione had been rescued the three wan- 
derers headed for the sea. The blind girl, to 
whom all streets were as familiar in the dark- 
ness as in the light, led the way until she sud- 
denly was swept from her companions by the 
onrushing crowd. 

Glaucus and Ione shouted, but there was no 
answer to their calls. 

Together they huddled beneath the portico 
of the Temple of Fortune as they tried to get 
their bearings. Then, guided by the intermittent 
flames of fire, they hurried on. 

Many anxious hours passed before these two 
were reunited with Nydia who, with her unerr- 
ing sense of direction, led them to safety in‘a 
boat on the bay. 

As soon as both of her friends were sound 
asleep, from exhaustion, the blind girl slipped 
quietly into the sea. 

Convinced that her love for Glaucus was in 
vain and realizing that her home was gone, she 
was apparently overcome by a feeling of irrepar- 
able loss. 

Glaucus and Ione escaped to Athens where 
they, in the manner of most fiction lovers, lived 
happily ever after. 

Some of the other characters in Bulwer- 
Lytton’s story—identified, or partially identified 


as real life characters—did not fare so well. 


Bones believed by some authorities to be theirs 


were found in the early excavations of the 


ancient city. 

There was Diomed, for instance, a wealthy 
merchant for whom a restaurant later was 
named in the “resurrected’’ Pompeii. 

In the subterranean vaults of a house said to 
have heen Diomed’s, 20 skeletons, believed to be 
the remains of women and servants, were found 
in one spot by the door. In the garden another 
skeleton, which may have been that of Diomed, 
was found with a key in its bony hand. Near 
by was a bag of coins. Thus, it may be that the 
master of the house was suffocated by the poi- 
sonous vapors as he tried to escape. 

In one of the chambers of the temple of Isis 
a huge skeleton was found with an ax beside it. 
Holes had been chopped in two walls but the vic- 
tim had been unable to hew his way out. 


THER historians have told of a sentry caught 

at his post whose bones stood at attention 
for the approximately 1,700 years that elapsed 
between the burial and rediscovery of Pompeii. 
Skeletons of women were found with jewels they 
had tried to salvage from their jewel chests. 
Other bodies, believed to be those of robbers, 
were found in the streets surrounded by loot 
they had plundered from deserted homes. 

At the time Bulwer-Lytton wrote his famous 
book he reported that about 350 skeletons had 
been found. Today indications are that about 
2,000 inhabitants were buried alive. 

The recent find of the Dionysian temple in 
what might be called a suburban district of 
Pompeii has led Professor Maiuri to predict that 
“this third hundred years of excavation will 
yield -untold treasures since the ancient cities, 
like modern ones, didn’t end with the city walls . 
but extended into what might be called boroughs, 
country villas and farms.” 

The archeologist’s dream is a complete re- 
construction of the life that went on in ancient 
Pompeii. Perhaps it would confirm many of the 
details that were merely surmised by Bulwer- 
Lytton when he wrote his book 100 years ago,

T WAS a night for adventure.

The Mary was anchored in front 
of the San Juan Nautical Club. The 
problem was to find a crew. No 
sailors would volunteer.

Carbo 
accused his accuser. Dr. Franceshi 
hired accused and accuser as guards.

Frariceshi, and not he, had_ beerr

Dr. Franceshi ordered him to 
drop his knife. Carbo charged at 
the doctor, his knife raised. In 
self-defense, the doctor drew a pis- 
tol, and shot Carbo. The momentum 
of the sailor’s charge carried him 
into the sea—where he died. 

Dr. Franceshi was charged with 
murder. Lopez was exonerated with- 
out trial—and Dr. Franceshi was 
acquitted. 

Lopez returned to New York and 
later went to San Juan to live. Dr. 
Franceshi spent the winter in Eu- 
rope and England. But with the com- 
ing of summer, he faced the neces- 
sity of returning to Puerto Rico. 

The trip could only be made in 
one way. He must take the Mary 
back. Honor and pride demanded 
that. He could get no crew. Very 
well, he would sail her back alone. 

He left Spain July 27, 1930, sail- 
ing by way of the Canary Islands. 
For the first three days he did not 
sleep. A storm carried’ away his 
mainsail. His little craft was battered 
and tossed—but she stayed afloat. 

On Sept. 24, as he was nearing 
the end of his trip, the Mary was 
wrecked oh Anguilla Island, in the 
British West Indies, during a stormy 
night. Dr. Franceshi was rescued 
—and reached home a month later. 

The honor of his Corsican an- 
cestors had been vindicated. ..and 
he had had enough. 

Every month, in recent years, 


he, his wife and four children were 


rowed to a small island he owned 


less than a mile off the coast for 
a week’s rest. 


In 20 years, he came no closer 


to the sea than that.

Last spring when Aline’s 
mother died, the elderly 
woman’s last wish was 
that five-year-old Frizette 
be sent to America to re- 
join the girl. Several 
months later, the cat was 
put aboard an ocean liner, 
booked for New York. 

Mrs. Gleba was at the 
dock to meet her — but 
Frizette had not seen her 
for two years, and had al- 
ready detided she didn’t 
like the looks of this 
strange shore. With a wild 
leap, she jumped out of 
the girl’s arms and ducked 
back to the ship, where 
she hid until it was on the 
high seas again.

An amazing thing to 
watch is. basketball, as 
played by these paralyzed 
men. There are teams at 
many veterans’ hospitals in 
the country. They play .in 
wheelchairs—-and it is no 
namby-pamby game the 
way. they play it, either. 

Using chairs weighing 
only five pounds, they can 
stop short, pivot and dash 
across ‘the floor with sur- 


“prising maneuverability. 


Just a few months ago, 
Val Douglas, a paraplegic

war veteran, told his story 
in The American Weekly. 
He described the long 
months of treatment and 
the hours of practice— 
seemingly endless and often 
discouraging — learning to 
get around on crutches and 
making his arms do leg 
work. Now he is home, 
able to look at the past 
with satisfaction, and to 
think of a writing career 
in the future with mount- 
ing hope. .

By no means all para- 
plegics are war victims. 
Civilian paraplegics out- 
number veterans eight to 
one. One such is Susan 
Peters, the young movie 
star who accidemtally shot 
herself during a hunting 
trip near San Diego on 
New Year’s Day in 1945, 
injuring her spinal column. 

Sitting in her wheelchair, 
around which all her fu- 
ture life will probably be 
centered, Susan will not ad- 
mit to discouragement and 
is determined to go ahead 
with her career. Since her 
accident, she has done ra- 
dio guest appearances and 
one picture, “The Sign of 
the Ram,” in which she 
played a paralyzed heroine. 

Susan has will power 
and grit and a firm belief 


‘in her ability as an actress. 


Whether or not these are 
enough to overcome the 
handicap of a wheelchair 
remains to be seen, but she 
has not given up. 

As one paraplegic said, 
“We don’t want sympathy 
—all we want is a chance 
to help ourselves.”

HEN Johnny Broderick was a member 


W of the New York City detective force, 
he was known as “the strongest arm on 


the s ” Many of his exploits 
then are | d now, but one of them, while it 
called forth his physical prowess, depended more 
on his extraordinary memory. 

It was Broderick who, placing the last brick 
in a remarkable edifice of detective work con- 
structed by a colleague, Detective Fred Winkel- 
man of the Homicide Squad, successfully con- 


“cluded the search for one of the city’s most 


elusive criminals. 

At 8 o’clock, on the morning of 
Sunday, Sept. 13, 1925, Winkel- 
man received a call to investigate 
a murder at an apartment house 
on E, 77th St., Manhattan. When 
he reached the scene, in the com- 
pany of Dr. Benjamin Schwartz, 
an assistant medical examiner, 
the victim, a pretty young girl, 
was still sprawled on the back 
porch of the Building, where ' 
she’d ,been found a short while 
earlier by the janitor. Neigh- 
bors, awed yet curious at this 
spectacle of violent death, leaned 
out of windows and peered over 
all sides of the backyard fence. 

Dr. Schwartz, after an exam- 
ination of the body, declared that 
death had been caused by in- 
juries induced by a criminal 
attack, in conjunction with at- 
tempted strangulation. “She’s . 
been dead,’’ he added, “for six or — 
seven hours.”’ 

A patrolman standing hy told 
Winkelman that the dead girl 
was Catherine Gore and that she 
lived in the building with her 
sister and brother-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Sheehan. The . 
detective climbed the three 4 
floors to the Sheehan apartment ' 
and found the tWo, grief-strick- 
en but self-possessed. 

In a long interview, he learned 
that Kitty, as she was called, 
was 24 and until two years ago 
had been employed as a stenog- 
rapher in a Fifth Avenue de- 
partment store. 

“But then her heart, which 
Was never very strong, got 
worse,” Mrs. Sheehan explained, 
“and she had to quit working. 
Since then, she’s been at home, 
although recently she improved. 
Last night, she wént out with a 
girl named Rose, who lives next 
door, and Rose’s boy friend. The 
last I saw of Kitty was when she 
left here about 8 o'clock.” 

In the still-milling crowd be- 
low, Winkelman located both 
Rose and her escort of the eve- 
ning before, a young man named 
Frank. They accompanied him 
to the 67th St. police station and 
gave a detailed account of what 
they knew of Kitty’s movements 
during the hours immediately 
preceding her death, 
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When Rose and Frank 
Left at Midnight, Kitty 
and Luke Were Sitting 
Outside Kitty's House, 
Chatting Amiably and

Later, Seemed to Be a 
Pretty Decent Fellow.

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The three walked around the neighborhood 
for a while, they said, and then decided to have 
a look at the lights on Broadway..On an impulse, 
they dropped into a public dance hall at 
Columbus Circle, where Frank, for a. while, 
alternated as partner for both girls. 

Then, however, another patron of the place, 
a well-dressed, soft-spoken young man, appar- 
ently noting that Kitty was without an escort, 
asked her to dance. His request was courteously 
phrased and his manner respectful. Kitty ac- 
cepted, and the two glided about the floor 
together for perhaps an hour. 


A! 11 O’CLOCK, the three friends decided to 
.» go home, and when Kitty started to say 

goodnight to her new-found partner, he asked if 
he might see her to her doar. Since Frank was 
along, neither of the girls objected, and the two 
couples left the dance hall. 

“What was this fellow’s name?’’*Winkelman 
interjected. * 

“Luke,” Rose replied. “If he mentioned a 
last name, we didn’t catch it.” | 

On the sidewalk, the pair continued, when 
Frank suggested taking the street car back to 
77th St., Luke proposed that they take a cab, 
which he would pay for. This was agreeable, 
and 15 or 20 minutes later, the four of them were 
sitting on the front steps of Kitty’s house, chat- 
ting amiably and enjoying the moonlight. 

At midnight, Rose decided that she had to

’ “Tf Luke did this terrible thing,” Frank con- 
‘gjuded, “he certainly didn’t act the type. While 
Rose and I were around, he didn’t get fresh with 
Kitty at all, and seemed a pretty decent fellow.” 
..» Winkelman was by no means sure that, this 
‘was not the case. After all, Luke might well 
have left the girl unharmed, and she might 
have been > geet and killed by someone else, 
* However, it was imperative to question him, 
and the detective, therefore, turned over tp the 
papers a description of the man, as Rose and 
Frank gave it, with the information that the 
police wanted to talk with him. He was 
described as being around 26, perhaps five feet 
10 inches in height, 150 pounds, with black hair 
and eyes, and wearing a gray suit with a light 
blue sweater beneath his jacket. 


PF URIN G the next few days, Winkelman awaited 
a response to his published appeal, and 
meanwhile made inquiries in the E, 77th St. 
neighborhood, and at the Columbus Circle dance 
hall. But he learned nothing that would either 
hasten the identification of Luke, or suggest an 
alternate as Kitty’s murderer. By mid-week, 
when Luke*did not come forward, the detective 
could .only conclude that his reticence was ex- 
plainable by guilty knowledge of the crime. 
_», Consequently, Winkelman had another inter- 
view with Rose and Frank, this one of several 
hours duration, in which he asked the young 
couple to reconstruct everything about Luke 
they could remember, in the most minute detail. 
From the abundance of trivial details which the 
‘detective evoked, he considered several, when 
taken together, of particular significance. 
Frank recalled that at one point during the 
evening, he offered Luke a cigarette. The latter 
declined with the remark: ‘I don’t use them— 
and haven’t for seven years.” And Rose re- 
‘membered that at the conclusion of each dancing 
set, Luke breathed laboredly, and once a par- 
oxysm of coughing caused his usually pale 
complexion to become scarlet from exer: on, 
Again, on the fatal night, in response to an idle 
question as to where he lived, Luke replied: 
“Way up on the West Side.” ;

been gassed in France, and since his discharge 
had been receiving weekly therapy at the insti- 
tution — except for this week following the 
murder of Kitty Gore, when he-had failed to 
show up for his usual Monday appointment. 

Winkelman’s certainty that O’Neill was the 
murderer gained support when he visited both 
the home and business addresses the hospital 
had for him. The first was a rooming house on 
W. 165th St., the landlady of which declared 
that O’Neill had cleared out, bag and baggage, 
early Sunday morning, without leaving a for- 
warding address. 

At the second, a movie theatre on W. 72nd 
St., the manager stated that O'Neill, an usher, 
had failed to show up at 1 p. m. Sunday, when 
he was supposed to, and had not returned even 
to collect the wages due him. At neither place 
did the detective learn much concerning the 
fugitive’s friends or habits except that he was 
a lone wolf and that his recreation was confined 
solely to modest-priced entertainment in the 
Times Square area. 

Nor did Winkelman determine more when he 
talked with ex-members of O’Neill’s infantry 
company, which had been led by Captain Alfred 
E. Smith, Jr., son of the then Governor. None 
had seen him since demobilization. 

The detective’s objective now, of course, was 
to apprehend O’Neill. As a first step, he ob- 
tained from Washington the War Department’s 
personal data on the man, his fingerprints, and 
his photograph. The last was readily identified 
by Rose and Frank as-that of Kitty’s companion. 

These were incorporated into a circular 
broadcast nationwide, but which Winkelman 
personally made sure reached the hands of, and 
was studied by, every detective who worked the 
midtown-Times Square area. 

Winkelman believed that since O’Neill was 
born and bred in New York, and had never 


lived elsewhere except for his war service, he — 


would remain in the city, and after an interval 
of discretionary hiding would probably résume 
his normal habits, including his accustomed 
entertainment, 

But for months the detective’s prediction 
went without verification. Indeed, a telephoned 
alarm on Feb. 12, 1926, from the state police at 
Danville, Ill., seemed to refute it entirely. This 
message notified New York City authorities that 


* erine Gore for four months and had been plotting 


her murder all that while. 

Finally, under the officers’ rigorous question- 
ing, Vance admitted that he had told his story 
to draw attention to himself and get a free ride 
to New York. Nor were any of his listeners 
disbelieving when he owned up to the fact that 
his real name was not Edgar, but James M. 
Vance, and that he was a former inmate of the 
Chester Insane Asylum, in Chicago. 

Winkelman and Marro left the prisoner to 
face a federal charge of auto theft, and returned 
to New York. Thereafter, there was no develop- 
ment in the case for nearly six years, yet when 
it occurred it bore out Winkelman’s analysis of

on Friday, Nov. 6, 1931. 


a= 6:45 THAT evening, the broad sidewalk in 
front of the Public Library, at Fifth Ave. 
between 40th ahd 42nd Sts., felt the heels and 
soles of thousands of citizens who had poured 
forth from the office buildings and stores of the 
area after their day’s labors. But three of these 
myriad pairs of shoes shod a famous trio whose 
day’s work was not yet done. These were 
Detective John Cordes, three-time winner of the 
police department’s Medal of Honor, and thrice 
accorded honorable mention; Detective Frank 
Phillips, the man who had mixed with and bested 
Jack “Legs” Diamond; and Johnny Broderick. 

As the trio, walking north, reached 4lst St., 
the slim, somewhat emaciated figure of a man 
approached them. In the instant it took him to 
draw abreast and pass, Broderick’s eyes flicked 
over his face. 

The detective stopped, turned to his col- 
leagues and whispered: ‘“‘That’s the man Winkel- 
man’s after — that’s Luke O’Neil}!” 

The three officers wheeled about to overtake 
the fugitive, but he must have heard their 
pounding footsteps, for after a frightened glance 
behind him, he broke into a run. Three revolvers 
slipped from their holsters, and-amid unheeded 
orders to halt, 15 shots, fired in the air, barked 
their warning. 

O’Neill kept on, but not for long. Johnny 


.~Broderick overtook him, and, teaching from the 


ground, flattened him with a single right hook 
to the jaw. : 
There was no more fight in Luke O'Neill. 


The Detective Had Little to Go-On—A Man's First'Name and 
a Few Seemingly Useless Facts — But With Them He 
Performed a Startling Feat of Deduction | : 


Faced with what would appear to be the” 


impenetrable problem of finding, among the 
teeming millions of the city, a man with a 
common first name and with but these few slim 
additional facts to go on, Winkelman performed 
a striking feat of deduction. 

He took Luke’s age, “about 26,” into con- 


“sideration, and figured he might well have been 


in the World War. More than that, Luke hadn’t 
smoked for seven years—since 1918—and the 
exertion of dancing resulted in the clinical symp- 
toms of some pulmonary disorder. To the 
detective, all this added up to one thing: that 
Luke might have emerged from the armed forces 
with a disability. 

Winkelman took his problem to the New York 
office of the Veteran’s Administration. An offi- 
cial there informed him that a New York City 
disabled -veteran with lung trouble, but not 
hospitalized, might be receiving out-patient 
treatment at the Kingsbridge Veterans Hospital, 
at 215th St. and Kingsbridge Rd. 

- The detective hurried uptown, his action ac- 
celerated by the recollection that Luke had said 
he lived “way up on the West Side.” 

At the hospital, an obliging administrator 
had no difficulty in producing, from the files on 
out-patients with respiratory complaints, those 
few whose first name was Luke. Of this num- 
ber, only one fitted the description of Kitty’s 
‘companions. 

He was Luke O’Neill, who, while serving with 
the 165th New York Regiment of Infantry, had 
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Trooper C. E. Davis had apprehended Luke 
O’Neill and had obtained his confession to the 
murder of Kitty Gore. Davis had arrested a 
man, who at first gave his name as Edgar Vance, 
for stealing an automobile. 

The trooper had recently seen a copy of the 
O’Neill circular,: and, noting a resemblance 
between the picture on it and his prisoner, had 
begun to compare fingerprints. But before he 
completed the job, Vance blurted out that he 
was O’Neill and said: ‘I’ve been through hell. 
It’s the chair for me, I know, but I want to take 
my jolt and get it over with.” 


, T acbingaeng =i accompanied by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney P. Francis Marro, took a train 
to Danville immediately. But when they con- 
fronted the prisoner and gave his face close 
study, they felt obliged to enter a regretful 
demurrer. This man, they declared, though 
looking somewhat like O’Neil, was not he. 

Vance, however, had a rebuttal. He asserted 
that their failure to identify him was not sur- 
prising, since he had recently paid a Chicago 
doctor $1,000 for plastic surgery on his face. 
Wondering, the officers re-examined the finger- 
prints of Vance and those on the circular. 

While the two were similar in. the primary 
categories of comparison, the more refined clas- 
sification groupings proved they were not the 
same. A short while later, Vance betrayed his 
hoax when, in giving a circumstantial account 
of the crime, he stated that he had known.-Cath- 


a 


Later, at headquarters, although at first deny- 
ing ever having known Kitty Gore, he later 
confessed that he was the man last seen in her 
company. 

Tried for first-degree murder, in the Court 
of General Sessions, before Judge John J. 
Freschi, O’Neill was found guilty, with no 
recommendation for mercy, on Feb. 26, 1932. 
Judge Freschi pronounced’ the mandatory death 
sentence and took the occasion to remark: 

“This is a most extraordinary case. I can- 
not let it pass without mentioning the fine 
service of the police in preparing the evidence 
against O’Neill, and his capture by Detective 
Broderick. The preparation of evidence by 
Winkelman showed skill and exceptional intelli- 
véence.”’ 

O’Neill’s appeal failed and he was scheduled 
to die at Sing Sing on the night of Sept. 8. 
The condemned man, however, was fortunate 
enough to have the intercession in his behalf of 
Captain Alfred E. Smith, Jr., and the Reverend 
Joseph McCaffrey, chaplain of the 165th Regi- 
ment, who, citing his war record, petitioned for 
clemency. Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
granted a last-hour reprieve, and then, on Nov. 
17, after studying the documents in the case, 
commuted O’Neill’s sentence to life imprison- 
oa He was later transferred to Great Meadow
